Freshmen applications for 
the University of Mary Wash- 
ington increased 20 percent 
since last year. 

As of Feb. 4 the office of ad- 
missions reported 5,122 fresh- 
men applications compared to 
4,505 last year, according to 

The Free Lance-Star. This in-

crease is a reversal of the trend 
of decreasing applications of re- 
cent years. 

“We saw a decrease of ap- 
plications largely because we 
didn’t have a very aggressive 
recruitment model,” said Ad- 
missions Director Melissa Yak- 
abouski.

since the 1960s and has fallen 

into disarray. Last Friday, a plan

Visitors to restore the amphithe- 
ater to its former glory. 

The plan is in the early stag- 
es, as Torre Meringolo, vice 
president for advancement and 
university relations seeks dona- 
tions for the project. Meringolo 
estimates that the school needs 
$3 miflion to complete the proj- 
ect. However, the goal is to re- 
store the facility so that it can be 
used for official school events. 

Currently, the amphitheater is 
not compliant with the Ameri- 
can Disabilities Act, making it 
difficult for students with im- 
pairments to use the area.

Goodman says that these 
continued attacks are winning 
over fans with information that 
is “much less than accurate of 
our modem food growers.” This 
all calls into question whether 
Chipotle is making the most ad- 
vantageous move for all parties 
involved, or whether it is sacri- 
ficing its relationship with their 
food providers in exchange for 
consumer support. 

To what extent is Chipotle 
free to fling these accusations, 
can they stand guilt-free behind 
their claims of providing only 
the best quality food to their . 
customers? 

As noble as Chipotle’s goals 
are; their methods of obtain- 
ing them seem backwards. Di- 
verting any criticism from the 
company onto its providers is 
an excellent way for Chipotle to 
shoot itself in the foot. 

Their ability to follow up on 
those promises of hormone-free 
meat is dependent on maintain- 
ing a good relationship with the 
very same people they are now 
throwing under the bus. 

Chipotle’s attacks on Big 
Agriculture does, in fact, foster 
questions of whether their in-
